I am an assistant professor of international relations at St. John's 
University (Minnesota). 


For the last two years I have been in Germany writing books on the 
1961 Berlin Wall crisis and normalization of relations between the 
United States and China. 


In the past I have invited representatives of the State Department 
to come to St. John's to address students in my courses about the © 
policy-making implications of some of the topics they are studying. 
This has proved very successful, largely because State has sent 
knowledgeable young desk officers who can relate to students. 


St. John's University usually shared these people with other 
neighboring colleges and universities and they have helped with 
travel, room and board. 


Should your agency be interested in sending us a specialist/analyst 
for a two or three day period, he or she would be most welcome.
